"It’s very difficult to determine 
the reasons for the attack, but 
we’re investigating all av¬ 
enues," the centre's Benoit Ra- 
macker told AFR 

King Albert II and Queen 
Paola rushed to the scene as 
did newly named Prime Min¬ 
ister Elio Di Rupo, who said: 
"The entire country feels the 
pain."— 

"It's uncertain yet whether 
he (Amrani) killed himself or 
whether his weapons explo¬ 
ded," public prosecutor Da- 
niele Reynders told a news 
conference. 

"He left his home this 
morning with his backpack 
and his arms," she said, adding 
that he had climbed on to the 
roof of a bakery shop "and 
fired and then threw three 
grenades." 

The shooting took place 
around noon in Saint-Lambert 
square, home to the courthouse 
and located near a busy Christ¬ 
mas market in the town of 
196,000 people. 

Some initial reports said the 
attack was a foiled bid to res¬ 
cue a suspect from the court¬ 
house. 

Police had raided Amrani's 
Liege home recently seeking 
cannabis plants but had found 
weapons instead. In 2008 he 


was sentenced to almost five 
years behind bars for illegal 
possession of arms and grow¬ 
ing cannabis. He was freed on 
parole in October 2010. 

Reynders said that although 
the gunman had a record for 
dmgs dealing, arms possession 
and holding stolen goods, there 
had never been a sign he was 
unbalanced in any way. 

There was much initial con¬ 
fusion over the shooting as 
events unfolded, with initial 
reports of more than one gun¬ 
man. 

Residents had earlier told 
local television that shots were 
fired across the square by gun¬ 
men posted on the rooftop of a 
bakery and grenades hurled at 
bus shelters and into the court¬ 
house. 

Reports had also said that 
two to three gunmen armed 
with grenades were involved. 

"The city centre is com¬ 
pletely cordoned off. People 
are sheltering in shops or in 
buildings. Police are in posi¬ 
tion," said a town hall em¬ 
ployee contacted by AFP. 

"Luckily the mayor had 
postponed the opening of the 
Christmas market due to bad 
weather and high winds. Oth¬ 
erwise many more would have 
died," the employee added.

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WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama yes¬ 
terday confidently predicted he 
would overcome tough odds 
and win his 2012 reelection 
fight, selling the premise of his 
campaign to influential donors. 

"Here is my message to 
you. You guys stick with this. 
If you don't falter, if you stay 
steady we are going to win this 
thing," Obama told Demo¬ 
cratic fundraisers in Washing¬ 
ton as his bid for a second 
White House term heats up. 

"We are going to win this 
thing and America is going to 
win as a consequence," Obama 
said in a short speech at a 
Washington hotel. 

After failing to restore 
America to full prosperity after 
the worst economic crisis in 



crisis since the Great Depres¬ 
sion, it is understandable if 
people aren't feeling as chipper 
as they were in 2008." 

"Yeah, this is going to be 
tough. But I just want to re¬ 
mind all of you that you didn't 
decide to support Barack Hus¬ 
sein Obama just because it was 
going to be easy." 

Obama spoke as Republi¬ 
cans vying for his job in the 
November 2012 elections 
reach a critical stage of their 
contests to pick the party's can¬ 
didate, with the first votes, in 
the Iowa caucuses, scheduled 
for three weeks time. 


US safety body urges cell¬ 
phone ban while driving 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
top US transportation safety 
body recommended yesterday 
that all 50 US states impose a 
strict ban on the use of cell¬ 
phones — both hand-held and 
hands-free — while driving. 

"No email, no text, no up¬ 
date, no call is worth a human 
life," National Transportation 
Safety Board chief Deborah 
Hersman said in a conference 
call with reporters. "We have 
seen too many accidents as a 
result of distraction." 

The NTSB recommenda¬ 
tion does not carry the force of 
law but its decisions are gener¬ 
ally given serious considera¬ 
tion by federal and state 
authorities. 

"This is a watershed recom¬ 
mendation for the NTSB," 
Hersman said. 

"We know our recommen¬ 
dation is not going to be very 
popular with some people," 
she said. "But we're not here to 
win a popularity contest." 

The NTSB recommended 
that US states ban all non¬ 
emergency use of personal 
electronic devices (PEDs) 
while driving including hand¬ 
held cellphones and hands-free 


devices. 

Hersman said it would be 
up to the states to determine 
the proper use of in-car devices 
such as GPS navigation sys¬ 
tems. 

"We do recognize that there 
are some technologies that can 
aid the driving task," she said. 

The recommendation fol¬ 
lowed an investigation by the 
NTSB into a 2010 crash in 
Missouri in which a 19-year- 
old pickup driver who had 
been texting set off a chain-re¬ 
action collision that killed two 
people and injured 38. 

In the August 5, 2010 acci¬ 
dent, the pickup ran into the 
back of a truck that had slowed 
down because of road con¬ 
struction. 

The pickup was rear-ended 
by a school bus which was 
then hit by another school bus. 
The pickup driver and a stu¬ 
dent on one of the buses died 
in the crash. 

An NTSB probe revealed 
that the pickup driver had sent 
and received 11 text messages 
in the 11 minutes preceding the 
accident including one re¬ 
ceived just moments before 
striking the rear of the truck.

When I am not studying medi¬ 
cine I volunteer at the week¬ 
ends teaching PADI courses 
and introducing divers to this 
magical underwater world. I’v 
written this article to make all 
divers aware of how excep¬ 
tional this small island is. 

Aruba is an island located 
27km/ 17 miles from Vene¬ 
zuela. Together with Bonaire 
and Curacao they are called the 
ABC islands in the Caribbean. 
The island is commonly visited 
by cruise ships for relaxing va¬ 
cations. However, most individ¬ 
uals don’t know that this island 
has more to offer than shopping 
and white beaches with all the 
accommodations included. 
Daily airlines flying to Aruba 
from United States such as 
American Airlines, US Airways 
and Delta airlines. Warm and 
clear water temperatures rang¬ 
ing from 75F/24C make Aruba 
an exquisite place for scuba 
diving. In fact, this happy is¬ 
land has more than 20 dive 
sites all around from North to 
South and East to West for be¬ 
ginners, intermediates andpro- 
fessionals. Here are the top 3 
best places to dive in Aruba. 

1-Fingers reef (20- 
120’feet) 

When arriving at this beau¬ 
tiful dive site with the best vis¬ 


ibility in the island it is possi¬ 
ble to observe that the reef 
comes out like fingers pointing 
down deeper water. Weekly, 
PADI S.E.Aruba Fly and Dive 
Center takes divers to this un¬ 
believable place only when is 
the right time in order to get 
the most of it. Rich in soft and 
hard coral formations with 
countless tropical fish, green 
moray eels and turtles cruising 
by. For PADI Open Waterstu- 
dents a privilege to dive this 
place for the beauty of the reef 
and the positive feedback re¬ 
ceived is tremendous. Spe¬ 
cially, during month of March, 
Manta rays are seen by divers 
at depths of 10-40 feet and 
when they are spotted its like 
an underwater circus for all. 
These passing mantas tend to 
come really close and it is one 
of the best attractions when 
you are lucky be in the warm 
water withthem. 

2-Jane Sea Wreck (20- 
100’feet) 

Local dive shops and 
records have shown that this 
749 tons and 190 ft long wreck 
was used to transport cement 
from Venezuela to Aruba. At 
the end, the wreck was trans¬ 
porting another type of white 
powder called cocaine. Author¬ 
ities confiscated the wreck and 


dive shops in Aruba decided to 
make it one of the dive sites. 
The freighter lies upright on the 
oceanfloor. The bow is located 
in 65 feet of water while the 
stern is in 94feet underwater. 
Localdive center, try to protect 
the reef by using floating buoys 
that are hooked at the bottom of 
the ocean to prevent anchors 
destroying the reef. This amaz¬ 
ing artificial reef served as 
home to giant schools of barra¬ 
cudas, huge school of sardines 
and other pelagic fish. Green 
moray eels and octopus are 
also frequent visitors to this 
languishing dive. Small doors 
have been made for advanced 


divers to go through the wreck 
resulting in an unforgettable 
experieince. 

3-The Antilia Wreck(40- 
60 feet) 

The Antilia was a German 
freighter built in 1939. It was 
400 feet long and weighted 
more than 3000 tons. It was an 
unarmed ship used by the Ger¬ 
mans during World War II to 
supply their submarines with 
food. In 1940, The Antilia was 
moored off the coast of Aruba. 
The authorities in Aruba de¬ 
manded the captain to surren¬ 
der the ship. As an acute 
captain, he asked the authori¬ 
ties for a day to communicate 


to all the marines about throw¬ 
ing the white flag. Authorities 
accepted and they did not ac¬ 
knowledge what was coming. 
The next day, the captain sub¬ 
merged and abandoned the 
ship in order to prevent its cap¬ 
ture. Sadly, no one made it 
back to Aruba until today. 

On the other hand, this 
amazing and favorite wreck 
lies in less than 60 feet of 
water and hosts shoals of 
moray eels, sting rays, yellow 
grunts, trunkfish, hogfish, 
angel fish, pompanos, great 
barracudas and other fish. 
Once a year, whale sharks have 
been spotted eating plankton in 
this long wreck for some lucky 
divers to observe. Nowadays, 
gliding through the wreck is 
recommended only with Dive 
masters who know the wreck. 
It is also an excellent photo 
opportunity for all. 

Aruba is a tropical island 
that is well known for rela¬ 
xation. Therefore, I recommend 
that everyone to visit this is¬ 
land, and enjoy the real scuba 
diving and relaxation it offers!

Venezuela's CITGO resumes 
US energy aid effort 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Venezuelan-owned oil group 
CITGO announced plans yes¬ 
terday to resume its winter en¬ 
ergy assistance program to 
needy US consumers, a move 
which has drawn kudos from 
some but has also been de¬ 
nounced as propaganda. 

CITGO, which is a wholly 
owned subsidiary of the state- 
owned Petroleos de Venezuela, 
said its program offering heat¬ 
ing oil will help more than 
400,000 people this year in 25 


US states, including 250 
homeless shelters. 

"CITGO is very proud to 
mark the seventh anniversary 
of our heating oil program," 
said CITGO president and 
chief executive Alejandro 
Granado. 

"We don't want families to 
have to choose between heat¬ 
ing their homes or buying 
basic necessities such as food 
or medicine. No one should be 
forced to make those types of 
decisions."

Canada deals blow to climate 
talks drive 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Canada's withdrawal from the 
Kyoto Protocol marks a slap in 
the face for marathon efforts to 
bring all countries under one 
legal roof in the fight against 
climate change, but the impact 
may be limited. 

Canada yesterday became 
the first country formally to 
quit the landmark 1997 treaty 
on global warming as it sought 
to avoid paying penalties of up 
to CANS 14 billion (US$13.6 
billion) for missing targets on 
cutting carbon emissions. 

The decision by conserva¬ 
tive Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper's government came 
barely a day after UN talks in 
Durban, South Africa ended in 
a general agreement to put all 
nations eventually under one 
climate treaty. 

Environmentalists say that 
binding action is vital to 
achieving the types of emis¬ 
sion cuts that scientists warn 
are needed if the world is to 
avoid the worst impacts of cli¬ 
mate change, including grow¬ 
ing natural disasters. 


Josh Laughren, director of 
WWF-Canada's climate and 
energy program, said that the 
decision "really relegates 
Canada to the margins" of in¬ 
ternational climate diplomacy. 

"On the heels of a fragile 
agreement in Durban, it doesn't 
breed hope. But in the end, 
even legally binding interna¬ 
tional treaties and protocols are 
only as good as the will of gov¬ 
ernments to implement them," 
he said. 

Canada joins the United 
States as the only major indus¬ 
trialized nation to shun the 
Kyoto Protocol. Former presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush rejected 
the treaty after taking office in 
2001, saying it was unfair by 
making no demands of emer¬ 
ging countries such as China 
and India. 

Canada's decision set off a 
storm of international protest. 
French foreign ministry 
spokesman Bernard Valero 
called the announcement "bad 
news for the fight against cli¬ 
mate change." 

China, which is the world's 


largest emitter and has only re¬ 
luctantly agreed to Westem-led 
efforts to seek a global pact on 
climate change, urged Canada 
to "face up to its responsibili¬ 
ties and obligations" and 
"honor its commitments." 

Elizabeth May, the leader of 
Canada's Green Party, said that 
she was worried about her 
country's reputation, asking in 
parliament in Ottawa: "Who 
will ever think we're a trust¬ 
worthy nation again?" 

But some experts doubted 
the impact of the move, noting 
that Canada accounts for 
around two percent of global 
emissions blamed for climate 
change and that the European 
Union and Japan have vowed 
to meet Kyoto commitments. 

Alden Meyer of the US- 
based Union of Concerned 
Scientists, which supports ac¬ 
tion on climate change, said 
Canada was an "aberration" in 
the global trend. "Canada is re¬ 
ally an insignificant player in 
terms of emissions and in 
diplomatic leadership in this 
process," Meyer said. 


Child sex case against US ex-coach 
to go to trial 


BELLEFONTE (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Penn State assistant Amer¬ 
ican football coach Jerry 
Sandusky waived a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing in his child sex 
case yesterday, sending it di¬ 
rectly to trial. 

Sandusky , 67, who is ac¬ 
cused of molesting 10 boys 
over an 11 year period, waived 
his right to the hearing in an ap¬ 
pearance before a judge here. 
The abrupt decision surprised 
many in the court, which had 
been preparing to hear evidence 
so that the judge could decide 
whether there was enough evi¬ 
dence to order a trial. 

"We will stay the course 
and fight for four quarters," 
Sandusky told reporters out¬ 
side the courthouse, using a 


football term. 

"We'll wait for the opportu¬ 
nity to present our side. We 
couldn't do that today," he said. 

The former assistant coach 
of one of America's most lu¬ 
crative and successful univer¬ 
sity football teams is accused 
of recruiting victims through a 
charity he ran, The Second 
Mile Foundation, which was 
established to serve disadvan¬ 
taged youths. 

Prosecutors, who had been 
expecting to put 11 witnesses 
on the stand to testify against 
Sandusky yesterday, said they 
were surprised at the waiver, 
given the statements of inno¬ 
cence Sandusky's defense team 
has made in recent weeks. 

However, Deputy Attorney 


General Marc Costanzo said 
he was also relieved. 

"This development we be¬ 
lieve provides maximum pro¬ 
tection to, most importantly, 
the victims in this case," he 
said "It avoids their having to 
testify for a second time. They 
will, of course, testify at trial in 
the case." 

Michael Boni, an attorney 
for a man referred to as Victim 
#1 in the grand jury report, 
also welcomed the chance to 
avoid the potentially traumatic 
preliminary hearing. 

There was speculation af¬ 
terwards that Sandusky's deci¬ 
sion to waive his right to the 
preliminary hearing might be 
because he hopes to strike a 
plea bargain and avoid trial.

Rival Libyan demos 
rock Benghazi 


BENGHAZI (AFP) - Rival 
protests for and against Libya's 
ruling National Transitional 
Council yesterday packed 
squares in the eastern city of 
Benghazi, epicenter of the up¬ 
rising which ousted Moamer 
Kadhafi. 

Chants of "Down with the 
new regime!" from disgruntled 
anti-NTC protesters were met 
in equal voice with slogans 
like "The people want Mustafa 
Abdel Jalil!" from supporters 
of the NTC and its chief. 

Abdel Jalil has been singled 
out since Monday by hundreds 
of protesters in the city over 
his recent remarks that the 
North African country's new 
rulers were ready to forgive 
pro-Kadhafi fighters. 

These protesters say there is 
a lack of transparency about 
the NTC's activities. 

Libya's new rulers have 
been under fire for the first 
time after the ouster of Kadhafi 
in a brutal revolution which 
erupted in Benghazi in Febru¬ 
ary and spread across the entire 
country before ending with the 
killing of the former dictator. 

"It is not that we are attack¬ 
ing Mustafa Jalil personally, 
but he is surrounded by corrupt 
NTC members. He is unable to 
control things," said one pro¬ 
tester, adding that various 


groups had prepared a list of 
demands. 

The protesters' main de¬ 
mand, according to the list, 
was that top priority be given 
to former rebels and those 
wounded in the revolution. 

It also said that NTC mem¬ 
bers must not participate in the 
election of a national congress. 

But not everybody in the 
city was against the NTC. 

More than 1,000 also gath¬ 
ered in the landmark Tahrir 
(Liberation) Square to demon¬ 
strate their backing for the 
NTC and Abdel Jalil. 

Crowds of men and women 
chanted "The people want 
Mustafa Abdel Jalil!" and 
"Libya, Libya!" in Tahrir Square 
where several demonstrations 
were held against Kadhafi in the 
initial days of the revolution. 

Faced with angry calls, the 
NTC late on Monday an¬ 
nounced that Benghazi would 
be the country's future eco¬ 
nomic capital. 

On Monday, Abdel Jalil 
himself called on people to be 
patient. "I want to reassure 
Libyans that a lot will be done. 
Be patient," he said, promising 
more transparency. 

"The NTC will start its own 
website on which the list of its 
members and the activities of 
the NTC will be made public."

Bolivia asks 
EU, UN for 
anti-drug 
helicopters, 
radar 

LAPAZ (AFP) - Bolivia, the 
world's third largest cocaine 
producer, will ask the Euro¬ 
pean Union and United Na¬ 
tions to provide helicopters 
and radars to fight drug traf¬ 
ficking, President Evo Morales 
said yesterday. 

"We are going to make this 
request official soon," he said. 
"I would see that not as coop¬ 
eration, but as an obligation, to 
more effectively fight drug 
trafficking in Bolivia." 

Bolivia recently acquired 
three light Chinese-Pakistani- 
built K-8 aircraft to intercept 
drug flights or conduct ground 
surveillance, and they are ex¬ 
pected to go into service soon. 

Bolivia has been eagerly 
seeking ways to boost and di¬ 
versify foreign aid for its drug 
trafficking programs since ex¬ 
pelling the US Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration in 2008. 


EU commissioner visits the Ukraine’s 
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US urges shorter 
treatment for TB 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-US 
health authorities are urging a 
12-week drug regimen for peo¬ 
ple with latent tuberculosis as 
an effective alternative to the 
current nine-month regimen 
which many people do not fin¬ 
ish. 

People age 12 and over who 
test positive for TB or have 
been exposed but show no 
symptoms are among those 
who could benefit from the 
shorter treatment, the US Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention said. 

A total of 8.8 million people 
around the world fell ill with 
the contagious lung disease 
last year and 1.4 million died, 
according to the World Health 
Organization. 

Three randomized con¬ 
trolled trials have shown that a 
new combination regimen that 
includes isoniazid (INH) and 
rifapentine (RPT), given 
weekly under a doctor’s super¬ 
vision, "is as effective for pre¬ 
venting TB as other regimens," 
the CDC said. 

The shorter treatment "is 
more likely to be completed 
than the US standard regimen 
of nine months of INH daily 
without" a doctor’s supervi¬ 
sion, it added in its Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report. 

Tuberculosis develops in 
five to 10 percent of people 
who get infected by Mycobac¬ 
terium tuberculosis, usually 
after a period of six to 18 
months when the infection lies 
dormant, but it can endure 
decades in some people. 


Isoniazid (INH) is the only 
medication approved by the 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration for preventive therapy 
against latent TB. 

"However, self-supervised 
daily INH regimens have com¬ 
pletion rates of 60% or less in 
typical settings, attributable 
largely to the duration of six or 
more months," the CDC said. 

In cases in which the TB is 
believed to be a drug-resistant 
strain, patients are often given 
daily rifampin (RIF) for four 
months. 

The new, shorter treatment 
combines a similar antibiotic 
to RIF, known as rifapentine 
(RPT), which works as a mi- 
crobicide against TB and is ap¬ 
proved by the FDA for 
off-label use against TB. 

The CDC recommended the 
shorter combination treatment 
for people over 12 who have 
been recently exposed to TB, 
have tested positive for infec¬ 
tion or show evidence of 
healed pulmonary TB after a 
radiological scan. 

"HIV-infected patients who 
are otherwise healthy and are 
not taking antiretroviral med¬ 
ications also are included in 
this category," it added. 

In order to choose which ap¬ 
proach is best, patients and 
doctors should consider 
whether there is adequate ac¬ 
cess to a physician for weekly 
treatments, how easy or hard it 
is to get the drugs, and per¬ 
sonal preference, the CDC 
said. 


Buddhist activist jailed 
for 5 years in Vietnam 
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HANOI (AFP) - A Vietnamese 
activist from a minority Bud¬ 
dhist sect was sentenced to 
five years in prison on Tues¬ 
day in a case denounced as re¬ 
ligious persecution by a 
leading human rights group. 

Nguyen Van Lia, a 71-year- 
old Hoa Hao Buddhist, was 
jailed following a trial in the 
southwestern province of An 
Giang for "abusing democratic 
freedom to undermine the 
state interest", a local judicial 
source told AFP. 

Under the Vietnamese crim¬ 
inal code, the charge can lead 
to a maximum of seven years 
in jail. 

"This kind of harsh sentence 
is outrageous and unaccept¬ 
able against an elderly activist 
who was peacefully professing 
and defending his faith," said 
Phil Robertson, deputy Asia 
director at Human Rights 
Watch (HRW). 

The sentence "flies in the 
face of Vietnam's commit¬ 


ments to uphold international 
human rights treaties... that the 
government of Vietnam has 
ratified," he added. 

The Hoa Hao sect is offi¬ 
cially recognised by Vietnam's 
communist regime but a sec¬ 
tion of its membership has 
broken away and opposes gov¬ 
ernment control over religion. 

HRW said at least 13 other Hoa 
Hao members are serving lengthy 
sentences in Vietnam's jails. 

The rights group, which 
called for Lia's release ahead 
of his trial so that he could 
seek proper medical treatment, 
said his family had "publicly 
raised serious concerns about 
the deterioration of his health" 

He is said to have high 
blood pressure, very poor 
hearing and several broken 
ribs from past injuries. 

Lia was also sentenced to 18 
months in prison in 2003 for 
commemorating the anniver¬ 
sary of the death of a Hoa Hao 
Buddhist founder, HRW said.

'God particle 1

GENEVA (AFP) - Physicists 
said on Tuesday that they had 
narrowed the search for the 
elusive sub-atomic Higgs 
boson particle that would con¬ 
firm the way science describes 
the Universe. 

Experiments at Europe's 
giant atom smasher have "re¬ 
duced the window where sci¬ 
entists think they will find the 
Higgs boson," also known as 
the God Particle, said Bruno 
Mansoulie, a researcher at the 
European Organisation for 
Nuclear Research (CERN). 

The Higgs boson is the 
missing link in the so-called 
Standard Model of physics, 
which explains how the basic 
building blocks of observed 


matter fit together. 

Its existence — if confirmed 
— would explain in a single 
stroke the mystery of what 
gives this invisible constella¬ 
tion of particles mass. 

Such a discovery would 
rank in importance with major 
breakthroughs of the last cen¬ 
tury, going back to Einstein's 
first formulation of quantum 
physics. 

For now, however, the 
cagey boson only exists in the¬ 
ory. 

If it turns out to be a mi¬ 
rage, it would force scientists 
back to the drawing board to 
rewrite the textbook of particle 
physics. 

CERN reported on Tuesday 
the midpoint results from two 


separate experiments that in¬ 
dependently arrived at the 
same conclusion. 

The Web-cast presentation 
was made before several hun¬ 
dred scientists in an atmos¬ 
phere charged with excitement 
and punctuated with applause. 

Taken together, the results 
provide "tantalising hints" that 
the sought-after particle is hid¬ 
ing inside a narrow range of 
mass, CERN said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"If it exists, it is most likely 
to have a mass constrained to 
the range of 116 to 130 giga- 
electronvolts (GeV)," CERN 
said, using the standard meas¬ 
ure for the mass of sub-atomic 
particles. 

One GeV is roughly equiv¬ 
alent to the mass of a proton. 

Both experiments showed 
telltale activity at a sweet spot 
around 125 GeV. 

"It's too early to draw de¬ 
finitive conclusions, we need 
more data," said Fabiola Gian- 
otti, head of the ATLAS group. 

"But we have established a 
solid foundation for passion¬ 
ately exciting months ahead," 
she said, adding that a defini¬ 
tive answer was expected 
within 12 months. 

The new results have a 
higher degree of certaintly — 
99 percent — but still fall well 
below the threshold of discov¬ 
ery. 

"For scientists, certainty re¬ 
quires a threshold of a no 
greater than five in ten million 
chance of error," Daniel 


Fournier, an Atlas researcher, 
told AFP. 

Both experiments were 
conducted at the Large Hadron 
Collider (LHC), a 27-kilome- 
tre (16.9-mile) ring-shaped 
tunnel straddling the French- 
Swiss border 100 metres (325 
feet) below ground. 

After a shaky start, the 
world's biggest atom smasher 
has ramped up power to record 
levels, allowing scientists to 
sift through the debris of near 
speed-of-light collisions more 
quickly than expected. 

"We are at the beginning, 
but the progress has been 
huge. Very few people thought 
we would be where we are," 
said Guido Tonelli, leader of 
the second major experiment, 
known as CMS. 

Even if CERN does flush 
out the Higgs boson sometime 
next year, it will complete the 
picture for only that small slice 
of matter that is known. 

"Don't forget that the Stan¬ 
dard Model only explains four 
percent of the Universe," Rolf 
Heuer, Director General of 
CERN, said at a press confer¬ 
ence. "We have a long way to 
go." 

Scientists speculate that the 
other 96 percent of the Uni¬ 
verse consists of dark matter 
(26 percent) and dark energy 
(70 percent), neither of which 
has been directly observed. 




Kindle Fire 
software 
update on 
the way 

(AFP) - Amazon said yester¬ 
day that a software update to 
improve the performance of 
Kindle Fire tablets will be re¬ 
leased within two weeks. 

The Seattle-based online re¬ 
tail titan sidestepped whether 
the upgrade was a response to 
complaints such as Internet 
browsing speed and wireless 
connection trouble that have 
arisen since the iPad chal¬ 
lenger launched in mid-No¬ 
vember. 

Amazon did not released 
exact sales figures but said 
that it has sold millions of Fire 
tablets and that demand re¬ 
mained strong. 

"Kindle Fire is the most 
successful product we've ever 
launched," Amazon said in an 
email response to an AFP in¬ 
quiry. "In fact, in less than two 
weeks, we're rolling out an 
over-the-air update to Kindle 
Fire that will improve per¬ 
formance, touch navigation, 
and give customers the option 
to choose what items display 
on the carousel." 

Amazon has slashed prices 
of the Kindle e-readers and set 
a below-cost price for the Fire 
— a rival of Apple's iPad — 
with an eye at boosting sales 
of e-books, music and movies 
from its online store, analysts 
say.

LONDON (AFP) - The euro 
fell yesterday below $1.31 for 
the first time since January 
amid unrelenting concern 
about the eurozone debt crisis. 

At 1605 GMT the euro was 
trading at $1.3057, its lowest 
level since January 12, and 
then stabilised around $1.3075. 

Kathleen Brooks at 
Forex.com said that the slide 
may have due to German 
Chancellor Merkel's rejection 
of calls to raise the upper limit 
of the European Stability 


Mechanism rescue fund, which 
currently stands at 500 billion 
euros. 

Some countries want to in¬ 
crease the level of the euro¬ 
zone's permanent bailout fund 
that is now due to come into 
operation in mid-2012 as 500 
billion euros would be insuffi¬ 
cient to handle a potential res¬ 
cue of Italy and Spain. 

Michael Hewson at CMC 
markets said Merkel's com¬ 
ments renewed concerns that 
European leaders failed to 


fully agree on how to resolve 
the debt crisis despite agreeing 
in principle to adopt much 
stronger budgetary coordina¬ 
tion. 

"The single currency con¬ 
tinues to find any sort of 
progress difficult to sustain 
and the comments out of Ger¬ 
many from Merkel about the 
ESM suggest that EU policy¬ 
makers are as far away as ever 
to a communal and uniform 
approach to the debt crisis," 
Hewson said.

Merkel: nuclear exit will create more 
jobs than destroys 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said yesterday 
that Germany's planned aban¬ 
donment of nuclear energy 
would ultimately create more 
employment than it destroys, 
after announced job losses in 
the sector. 

"All in all, the new energy 
policy will create more jobs 
than will be lost," she told re¬ 
porters, after French nuclear 


giant Areva became the latest of 
several big energy companies 
to announce it was axing posts. 

Merkel said that the an¬ 
nouncements were company 
decisions which were "the re¬ 
sult of long-term develop¬ 
ments and are not related to a 
single cause." 

Following Japan's massive 
March 11 Fukushima disaster, 
the German government de¬ 


cided to permanently switch 
off Germany's eight oldest re¬ 
actors and to close by 2022 
nine others currently on line. 

EON and RWE, Germany's 
two biggest power suppliers, 
have both cited Berlin's deci¬ 
sion to abandon nuclear power 
as the reason for wide restruc¬ 
turing plans. 

EON plans to cut up to 
11,000 jobs worldwide, while 
press reports say losses at 
RWE could reach 8,000. Both 
groups also face, however, 
profitability problems with 
their gas- and coal-fired plants 
as well as with subsidiaries 
abroad. 

Areva also plans to cut up 
to 1,500 jobs in Germany.

Monetary policy December 
2011 issued by the Aruba 
Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD — During the 
meeting of the Monetary Po¬ 
licy Committee (MPC) of De¬ 
cember 5, 2011 it was decided, 
based upon the available eco¬ 
nomic and monetary data, to 
maintain the reserve require¬ 
ment rate at 11 percent, and to 
leave the advance rate percent¬ 
age of 1 percent unchanged. 
One of the most important 
considerations for this policy 
stance is that, although Aruba’s 
net foreign assets position de¬ 
creased somewhat (October 
2011: -1.1 percent compared to 
December 2010), the current 
position is considered ade¬ 
quate, based on net foreign as¬ 
sets to GDP, and net foreign 
assets to money supply ratios. 
The growth in aggregate out¬ 
standing credit at the commer¬ 


cial banks for the year up to 
October 2011 was 2.5 percent, 
surpassing the CBA forecast of 
2.0 percent for the year 2011 as 
a whole. This growth is mainly 
attributed to rises in housing 
mortgages and business loans 
of, respectively, 4.2 percent 
and 3.5 percent. In addition, 
the indicators of inflation re¬ 
mained within an acceptable 
range, although it was noted 
that inflation is accelerating 
quickly as a result of the utility 
prices. 

The CBA will continue to 
closely follow the develop¬ 
ments in the economic and 
monetary fundamentals. The 
next meeting of the MPC is 
scheduled for January 27, 
2012. 


US ports reopen as protesters 
claim blockade victory 


OAKLAND (AFP) - Ports 
along the US West Coast re¬ 
sumed working normally yes¬ 
terday a day after "occupy" 
protesters claimed victory in 
blockading the maritime gate¬ 
way for Asian trade into north 
America. 

One port was fully closed 
down for the day Monday, 
while freight traffic was dis¬ 
rupted at several others inclu¬ 
ding in Oakland, as activists 
opened a new front on the anti¬ 


capitalist campaign. 

Thousands of demonstra¬ 
tors had rallied after a day of 
action from California to 
Alaska. A group of around 150 
activists in Oakland stayed up 
to disrupt workers arriving for 
Tuesday's 3:00 am (1100 
GMT) shift. 

At 3:45 am organizers Oc¬ 
cupy Oakland declared victory, 
saying the companies owning 
shipping terminals had can¬ 
celed the 3:00 am shift.

NEW YORK (AFP)-After a 
lifetime of guarding her pri¬ 
vacy, Chelsea Clinton made 
her debut as a reporter on US 
national television with a fea¬ 
ture about a non-profit organi¬ 
zation dedicated to poor 
children in Arkansas. 

Clinton, 31, appeared poised 
as she reported the feel-good 
segment on Annette Dove, a 
volunteer who takes troubled 
youngsters in the poverty- 
struck city of Pine Bluff under 
her wing. 

”Hi Chelsea, we’re so glad 
to have you!" Dove exclaims 
on camera in the pre-recorded 
report, which aired on NBC's 
"Rock Center with Brian 
Williams" show. At one point, 
Clinton and Dove discuss 
hearing gunshots in the run¬ 
down neighborhood. 


After, Clinton appears in the 
NBC studio and tells the pre¬ 
senter: "Pm really grateful to 
be here with you." 

Saying that she "did deliber¬ 
ately lead a private life" until 
now, she explains she was "ca¬ 
joled" by her recently de¬ 
ceased grandmother to become 
more public and said "I hope I 
will make her proud." 

The daughter of former 
president Bill Clinton and cur¬ 
rent Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton has lived nearly en¬ 
tirely out of the public eye. 
Her marriage last year to a lit¬ 
tle-known hedge fund em¬ 
ployee caused a rare media 
frenzy. 

The decision to accept such 
a high-profile media job has 
prompted speculation that 
Clinton may wish to follow 
her parents into politics. Some 
have criticized the way she 
was able to get a job without 
ever having worked in journal¬ 
ism. 

In addition to starting to re¬ 
port for "Rock Center with 
Brian Williams," Clinton is set 
Wednesday to host PBS's live 
broadcast of "The Nutcracker" 
ballet being staged at the Lin¬ 
coln Center in New York.

LONDON - Serbian star 
Novak Djokovic and Czech 
hander Petra Kvitova were 
named as the 2011 Interna¬ 
tional Tennis Federation world 
champions on Tuesday. 

Djokovic is the first man 
not named Roger Federer or 
Rafael Nadal to win the award 
since 2003. 

Kvitova is a first-time win¬

It was a thriller in Dallas as 
well, as the New York Giants 
ended a four-game skid with a 
37-34 victory over the Cow¬ 
boys in a roller-coaster duel of 
NFC East division rivals.
